than 60 students saw on Engineer 
ing debating team of Ed. Franklin 
and Robert Dunton win the first 
Inter-faculty debate of the year 
against a team from R.V.C. com 
posed of Eve Marier and Zelda 
Cupchlck. The Engineers argued 
in the affirmative on the topic. 
"Resolved that Importing Ameri- 
can orchestras for college formais 
is a justifiable practice." Judges for 
the debate were Professor Dodd 
from the Engineering Faculty, Miss 
Sydney Fuilerton of R.V.C., and 
one neutral Judge in the person of 
Professor^ Culliton. 

The. debate was closely contested 
from start to. finish but it was the 
unanimous .decision of. the '.Judges 
that ' tho ipitimbers bad ' presented a 
more' conyineing argument. Good 
use was made by~Ed. Franklin ot 
the three-minute rebuttal at the 
close of the debate to end the argu- 
ment in a convincing fashion. The 
points presented by both sides were 
numerous and forceful but the En- 
gineers emphasized that a formal 
Ijall is a time for steady "smooth" 
music. The disadvantages of Can- 
adian bands, or the Impossibility of 
procuring their services, were 
systematically enumerated. 

The debate was followed by sev- 
eral questions and comments di- 
rected to thc.debatcrs by members, 
of the audience. One or two points 
were brought up which had not 
been dealt with by the four speak- 
ers and which were discussed 'be- 
fore the meeting had to break up 
so as to allow students time to 
make two o'clock lectures. 

The next inter-faculty debate will 
be held this Wednesday at four 
o'clock in llic afternoon In the 
Union Ballroom. Arts and Science 
will oppose Medicine on the topic 
"Resolved that better medical care 
(or the public would result from 
socialized medicine." The medical 
team of Sherwin Raymond and Joe 
Sabbath will uphold the negative 
against Nst Wolfe and Bill Wool- 
man.

Prof. Watkins 
Opens Sériés 
Of Lectures 



The first of a series of "Uctures 
on Living" sponsored by the dc- 
parlments of psychiatry, soeiolog}', 
and psychology will be given for 
the general public on Wednesday 
at 7 JO p.m. in Moyse Hall by Pro- 
fessor Frederick M. Watkins. 

Prof. Watkins has Just completed 
three years ot teaching at Harvard 
University In the School of Over- 
seas Administration, and Is now a 
Bronfman professor ot political 
science at McGill. 

'While at Harvard, Prof. Wdtkins 
helped to train militar>' -govern- 
ment for many theatres of war. 
However, his students seldom ar- 
rived at the destinations' planned 
for them— those trainedifor'.duty in 
Italy were sent to France^ those -for 
Japan to Korea and tHe Philippines. 
These mix-ups may have been due 
cither to confusion in war or the 
field commands lack ot desire for 
tramcd military personnel. 

At the approaching lecture. Prof. 
Watkins. will speak on "Apathy and 
Fanaticism In Contemporary Poli- 
tics," outlining the development of 
cynicism omong some voters, and 
the radical socialistic and com- 
munistic viewpoints of others. 



Welles Praises 
Leaders for 
Freedom Fight 



Toronto, Ont., October 21.— 
(CUP)— Summer Welles, formel 
U.S. under-secrelary of state '^rom 
1937 until his resignation in;lB43, 
spoke in Convocation Hall at. the 
University of Toronto last night on 
"The English Speaking Democcac- 
les". ' ■ ' 

Mr. Welles told his aiidience that 
the two systems. Democracy ' and 
Communism, could exist simuttane- 
ously provided the Communists do 
not attempt to force finwIUing peo- 
ple to accept their . doctrines. He 
praised tjie English-speaking peoples 
as the iprcsent-day leaders -in the 
fight for human freedom, and 
praised Canada's. continued demon- 
stration ot the principle that' toler- 
ance must be practised if freedom 
is to llvè. • ', . • 

Dealing with the Palestine prob- 
lem, Mr. .'Welles said that all' na- 
tions are. Involved. and that Inter- 
national trusteeship provides ' the 
best solution at present for a stable 
Palestine government. ■ " 

In conclusion, the speaker said 
that unless all the pelles ot the 
earth forge an Identity of interests, 
world peace under a stable world 
order can never be a certainty. 

The talk was sponsored by the 
John Dafoc Foundation, a memorial 
fund set up two years ago with 
the purpose of bringing to Canada 
speakers and thinkers on subjects 
of international importance. Mr. 
Welles will speak in Winnipeg to- 
morrow evening aiid in Montreal 
on October 23.

500 Quorum 
Needed for • 
New Motions 



The Students' Society, of which 
every McGlll student Is a member, 
meets today at five p.m. in the 
Union ballroom. The first 'general 
meeting of the year, it will give 
society members the chance to 
meet their Student Execiitive 
Council anid to question them about ' 
administration ■ of the various 
groups which come under their di- 
rect supervision. It will also give 
new. members a chance to become 
familiar with Society procedure. 

The object of the Society is to 
control-- all undergraduate extra- 
curricular activities except athlet- 
ics. Do you and your friends want 
to start a Poker or "yodelllng So- 
ciety? Is it your aim to help put 
the force of McGill student opin- 
ion behind oppressed Thalavian 
students? Your Students' Society 
must endorse these ventures. 

For Important decisions such as 
changes in the Society constitution 
or a resolution bearing the appro- 
val of the McGlll student body, a 
meeting of the Society Itself must 
be called reqillring a quorum uf 
500. To officiate at these meetings, 
a president and -vice-president arc 
elected. 

For ordinary administrative work, 
such as approval' of club constitu- 
tions or budgets, or selection of a 
committee to fix dates or organize 
a dance, the Executive Council Is 
in charge. The Council is made up 
of thirteen members: one from each 
faculty and a representative cash 
from the McGlll Union, . the Wo- 
men's Union, The Dally, and R.V.C, 
as well as the president of the 
Society.

Dcspiiètlic" fact lliat in any society one oK 
tiic most Important organizations, if nob the' 
most important, is that of government, few 
])coplc have enough interest to find out which 
individuals mnkc up the governing body or what 
the functions of sucii a body arc. The same 
situation is noted right here on our own cam- 
pus. It is amazing how few students know 
which of their number sit on the governing body 
—the Students Executive Council, and what the 
Council does. . . • 

Perhaps it' was with this in mind that the 
last meeting of the Students Society, in the 
latter part of the 1945-46 session, passed a 
resolution incorporating into the conslitution of 
the Society an addition to the section concerning 
meetings. This addition requires the calling of 
a meeting of the student body about a month 
after the beginning of each term. The reason 
was given that the meeting would consider 
reports and to handle any business which may 
como up, but it is mainly to serve as a welcome 
to the incoming students and to give theni somo 
insight into ,thc structure of government at 
McGill. 

In the past, it has been the habit of the 
average student to spend at least a couple of 
years at the University before discovering who 
made up the Students Councjl and what the 
Couneil did for him. Often, students spent their 
four years here never attending any meetings 
of the Society and having no idea how things 
were run. Such lack of interest is not only 
unfortunate but dangerous, since that apathetio 
attitude toward government may continue after 
graduation with t|io result that such individuals 
know nothing of the government of their coun- 
tiy. It is just such an attitude which allows 
men to become dictators; hence, the importance 
of a wide-awake citizenry. 

Now, however, incoming students are given 
an opportunity to learn what makes student 
government tick the first month that they are 
here. Today's meeting will enable the student 
body not only to .find out what the Council 
docs but its composition, as well. If the number 
of ballots marked in the average election at 
McGill is any indication, it appears quite likely 
that some students arc not even aware of their 
own faculty representative.

There are a number of literary efforU that 
demand criticism today, but I should lllcc to preface 
my, remarks with a short analysis of the column 
entitled MoU Cults by someone whoso name Is 
apparently Ptolemy. Personally I don't believe It. 

It has been said that the prime quality essential 
to a critic is forthrlghtncss. To paraphrase, he 
should call a spade a spade, If Ptolemy .will forgive 
such a high-flown metaphor. I freely admit that I 
err jon the, side of calling a spade a bloody shovel 
when Irritated, but I consider that 'to be Infinitely 
preferable to using some diffuse expression that 
conveys no really concrete connotation. Ptolemy 
censures me, in his maddeningly Olympian manner, 
for my opinion of a ccrUln poem that I. am only 
too willing to confine to Limbo. I was unkind— 
but I plead an outraged sense o< the aesthctic. My 
criticism should -have been' directed at the Daily 
Staff. My regrets, Mr. Ptolemy. 

It would be untrue to say thai Ptolemy has- no 
nose for poetry, because he shows extraordinarily 
good Uste in his admiration for the "Bombo Song". 
However, it is apparent that , the man is a moron, 
as he omitted, in the fragment that he quoted, the 
line that ImparU all the deep significance of the 
poem, and heightens to ecsUsy the sense of gay 
abandon inherent In it. 

I wish to draw your attention to a book, whose 
title sounds Irrelevant, and whose subject matter 
appears absurd, but which is actually a very subtle 
commentary on human life. This , book Is H. G. 
Rasps' "Investigation Into and Assessment of the 
Significance of the Psychology and. More Especially 
the Parapsychology of the Psiamcse Cat". The mood 
of the author is as you can see. Immediately set by 
the title. Here I hasten to assure the prospective 
reader that the author really does know his caU, 
and that this volume is Indeed a very thorough 
work of research In the field of feline feelings. It 
would, on the other hand, be fatal to leave the 
matter there, and ignore the deeper, hidden, but 
nevertheless brilliant masterpiece of satire tbai'lurks 
coyly beneath the surface of this work. I may add 
that rumour says it will be serialized and supplant 
the column entitled "Scarlet Penumbro Over a Col- 
lection of Huts" that appears regularly in the Mon- 
treal Racquet (or Racket).

Nathan Milstein 
Violin Recital 

A largo and enthusiastic audience 
gathered last night at His Majesty's 
Theatre, to hear t^c celebrated vio- 
lin virtusf , Nathan Milstcin. The 
Montreal audience is generous with 
its applause, but this reviewer has 
never heard such clapping, such 
shouU of "Bravo' 'as concluded Mr. 
Milstein's performance. 

Throughout the recital,' Nathan 
Milatein never smiled. His playing 
was apparently effortless, without 
any unnecessary gestures. This sim- 
plicity of manner highlighted his 
great technical virtuosity, and the 
variety of the program. 

A "Chaconnc" by ViUli wks first 
on the program, Mr. Milstcin play- 
ed the classical music with great 
delicacy, rising, at the end to deep- 
er tones of depth and power. The 
well known "Prelude and Gavotte 
in E Major" by Bach came next as 
a solç. This was— perhaps— the best 
part of the evening. It was played 
—as one dreams of hearing Bach 
played— stately and perfectly meas- 
ured, grave yet melodious, always 
in perfect tempo. 

The "Sonata in F Major, Opus 24 
(Spring Sonata)" by Beethoven was 
the third item. As a contrast to the 
preceding piece, Mr. Milstcin played 
il in a gay manner, capturing the 
"Spring" mood. The Allegro was 
followed by a delicate, barely aud- 
ible Adagio. When this movement 
finished there was such a spell on 
the audience that there could not 
even be heard a cough. A Scherzo 
and Rondo ended the Sonata, pass- 
ing from caprlciousness to a finale 
of depth , and power. 

Thé first part of the programme 
closed with one of Mr. Milstein's 
compositions: "Paganinlana," the 
famous theme of Paganini (that 
Rachmaniniff used) and ten varia 
lions on it. Each variation was 
done- in a different violin tech- 
nique; together they formed a melo- 
dious (iisplay of virtuosity. 

Glazounoff's "Concerto in A 
Minor" was the one scheduled work 
of the second part of ihe program. 
It was a romantic piece, especially 
the last movement, in which Mr. 
IMIstein displayed a flowing,. legato 
type of playing. It was changing, 
gay and sad, and as always, tech- 
nically perfect. 

The four cncoros were designed 
—as the rest of the recital— to 
show the varied scope of the per- 
former's technical skill. The first 
was soft, delicate. The second, a 
Spanish dance, all rhythm and 
spirit. Third, came a solo of 'tech- 
nique, rather than melody. Fourth 
—was the old, much mUused 
"Flight of the Bumble Bee". But 
rarely can it be heard played as it 
was last night. 

Mr. Pablo Miquel accompanied 
by Milstein, in all but the Bach, 
the "Pananlniana", and the third

Western . . . This year's enrolment at Western will be the largest in 
its history. To accommodate the influx this year, and prepare for future 
large registration. Science, Zoological and Botonlcal buildings are nearly 
completed, and a further construction program is planned. 

Bishop'a . . . Crowded but not crammed, Bishop's University has 
doubled up on residences and shifted lecture time-tables to accommodate 
an enrolment of 204 .students, a seventy per cent, increase over pre-war 
registration. 

SI. Francis Xavier ... At this university the enrolment has tripled 
from pre-war figures, bringing the total registration to 1,200, a record 
high. To solve housing shortages army huts have been converted into 
apartments to provide living quarters for married veterans attending 
here. 

Aeadia ... A record enrolment of 881 students has made It necessary 
for students at Acadia to find accommodations at neighbouring Alder- 
shot Army Camp. Added housing facilities is provided by the newly 
complete men's war memorial residence on the campus. 

McGill . . . The total number of students taking university courses 
at McGlli has reached 7,558 this year, the highest registration number 
in McGill's history. In an effort to combat the accutc housing shortage 
faced by many students^ the majority of them veterans, the university 
had taken over the Lachine manning depot which has been renamed 
the Peterson Residencei After the January enrolment next term the 
complete registration jt McGill will probably Include 8,000 students,
